1. Thi» maraorarviun contains a reconaandatlon In Paragraph 3 . 

2. Aa a result of your talk vlth Ed Hirrou about the allegation 
that Eicbaann 1* nov a Coacunlot, vo asked Ton Lucid to go to Kev York 
and die cue* the eridanco In this natter vlth General Oclilcn. He vas 
also aaked to taka up vlth Cehlen the possibility that this lnfor- 
nation could be surfaced. His report Is given herewith: 

"a. Zlchaairm'o statement that he lo nov a Communist 
In political thought end an odnirer of Khrushchev appears 
in a bard -written document that vas .either written or 
dictated by Eichoaan. 

"b. The existence of the document end its contents is 
supposed to be knevn only to Servatius, but by a penetration 
of Servatius* office, Cehlen learned of its existence and its 
contents. Oh Ion informed CIA and Dr- Globka- Obviously 
someone else in Serve t lus ' office, apparently unbeknownst to 
Servatlua , also lo aware- 

"c. Hie document and Eichaann's alio gad aelf-convers Ion 
to ConsBunlsn ran- into being only since he has been in Israeli 
captivity. In viev of this, it is rather unrealistic to agree 
with Cehlen when he says that the Israelis are not privy to 
— -—r— this turn, of everrto- One can only presume that every action

In one fashion or another Including sessions vlth his defense 
counsel . 



"d. Qehlen says he Is not In a position to influence 
iServatlus directly since, in view of the Certain govenment 
position on the trial, this would be politically explosive; 
however, be had hoped to be able to "maneuver" the trial ao 
that Elchmann would omke a declaration as to his present 
political leanings • THI 3 hope has been abandoned at present 
for It lo nov "believed'’ that Elchmann has changed hie mind. 
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"a . Gehlen could, not (or vould not) give any further 
clarifying data! La except to state that hi a evaluation of 
tha truth of subject allegation la ”A-1". 



"f . With respect to tha question of hov to use this In- 
farsration, Oehlan rtatad that unfortunately tha source end 
naans of acquisition ahaoluteiy preclude a any surfacing or 
leaking of tha Inf or n a tlon at this tine. Be stated that If 
thle vere done It vould only ha attributable to the 30) and 
vould directly endanger. his ova poaitlon ea its president. 

Be further rtatad however that if in. fact tha Information 
does not ccmm out in the course of the defense's case, 
vhlch Is still possible though far from certain, he believes 
a vey can be found to surface the document poat-trlal. For 
thle purpose, he vlll have his people . It. ses dlataly rs-ri.*v the 
natter vlth the view of seeing hov the lnfornmtloo cen best 
be exploited under the circumstances . " 



3. In rlev of the foregoing and in light of negative replies 
concerning this subject from the Argentine j Desk and from Mr. Angleton 
(vbo baa queried his sources) , It is reccsnaar dad that 20 further 
action be taken In this case. A mecorandiaa to thin effect addressed 
to Edvard R. Mirrov is satr'died for your signature.
